In the document, the Com m un­ 
ist party not only blamed the G er­ 
man people for their plight, but 
also blamed the German Com ­ 
m unists them selves for being un­ 
able to weld together dem ocratic 
groups in definace of the Nazis.

Merry-Go-Round 


W ashington— Thronging the marble halls 
j of Congress these days is one of the most 
effective lobbying groups in Washington. 
Their goal is oil— but you w on’t ever hear 
them mention the word. 
Their aim s are much m ore lofty— n am e­ 
ly “quieting titles of states to lands be­ 
neath tidew aters and nav ­ 
igable w aters.’'

later it was under orders of 
the

age was continued. The attack oc­ 
curred in the early morning when 
the ship was several days out. Rev. 
Young described how he and oth­ 
er passengers were awakened by 
an explosion aboard the ship. The 
ship was shelled for ten minutes, 
and about half the life boats were 
destroyed. 
Rev. Young and his wife waited 
on the ship and managed to ob­ 
tain a life raft. A few minutes a lt­

and 
picked up the survivors. Of 
the 
300 passengers and crew, all were 
saved, although one died IO days 
later. 
A few Hays after the sinking of 
the Zam Zn rn they were transfer­ 
red to another ship and landed 
in France. All British, French and 
Belgian passenger.' were interned, 
while the Americans were repatri­ 
ated.
